for the payment of two bills of exchange, amounting, together, to 
6514. 14s. 3d., and which bills, having passed through the “ Im. 
perial Bank of England,” had been endorsed by procuration by 
one of its officers. The action was brought nominally against Mr. 
Witttam Marston, as the registered officer of the company, and 
the defence pleaded was, as to the two first counts, thatthe bills 
were not endorsed by the company, and, as to the other two counts, 
the general issue. 

From the evidence adduced, it appeared that the several hills: 
had been endorsed by Mr. R. Wurrrenaury, the cashier in the 
“ Imperial Bank,” as in other cases, and that he was fully autho- 
rised to do so by the manager—other bills so endorsed by him having 
been recognised and paid by the bank. It further appeared, by a 
letter written on behalf of the directors of the “ Imperial Bank” 
to the plaintiffs’ attornies, that they did not deny their liability, but 


the Ist November, which was not, however, assented to. 

Upon this evidence, for no attempt at a defence was made, ex- 
cept raising the question whether a party to whom authority was 
delegated could delegate his authority to another, which the Judge 
ruled might be done, a verdict was given for the plaintiff for the 
amount claimed. 


Mr. Wi1GuTMAN, counsel for the defendant, hoped that speedy execution 
would not be allowed, as a further call was about being made oo the share- 
holders, and, in the case of joint-stock banks, execution could not be taken 
against the nominal defendant; aad, further, stated that he was prepared 
to show by affidavit, that calls would be made which would be effectual by 
the period of execution ia due course (November), and that there might be 
a great deal of difficulty, and some embarrassment to individuals, which it 
was desirable to avoid, if that an order be given for speedy execution. 

Mr. BLANCHARD, on the same side, stated the substance of the offidavit, 
and said the execution could aot be taken against the nominal defendant, aod 
if against aay third person, non consfaf, it might not be against a persoa 
who had paid up all his calls, sothat his lordship might, by giving an orderfor 
immediate execution, be doing an injustice to an individual, indepeadcatly of 
the legal objection. : 

Mr. Baron Maven said that, as to the legal objection, that answered 
itself, because giving immediate execution could do no harm. He should 
order lkamediate execution, observing that he should allow of no delay, as 
there was in this case very evident probability of insolvency. 


Having thus placed before our readers the extraordinary and 
unparalleled proceedings in this action, we hardly know in what 
terms to speak of the nature of the defence, or the position of the 
company, which, we believe and trust, is an isolated instance of 
want of probity and want of means. In the first place, we find 
that certain bills having been regularly endorsed by an officer of 
the company, in the course of business—that officer being the 
cashier, and duly authorised to endorse bills by the manager— 
these bills not being duly honoured by the acceptors, the “ Sad- 
dieworth Bank,” proceed against the “ Imperial Bank of England” 
as endorsers, to which they offer, as a defence, that the endorse- 
ment was not duly authorised, although it is admitted in evidence 
that other bills endorsed in like manner had been fully recognised 
and paid by the bank. Here, then, was a defence which, although 
the board of directors, as a body, might have been advised, and, 
doubtless, considered themselves fully justified, to put forward on 
behalf of the company, is one which we have no hesitation in say- 
ing any one gentleman of that board would, in his individual capa- 
city, have scorned to advance, as being neither characterised by 
honesty or fair dealing. Again, we find that a verdict having been 
given against the company, counsel then apply for the order for ex- 
ecution (consequent on such verdict) being deferred, and raise those 
very arguments which determine the Judge, most properly, to or- 
der summary process being levied for payment of debt and costs. 
The whole proceedings reflect discredit on the parties defendants 
in the action, and we could have wished to have been spared the 
necessity of directing attention to the subject.

With refereace to the first poiat mentioned, it appears the present 
amount of debt of the turnpike trusts la Ragland aad Wales exceeds 
9,000,000/., and that it is annually jacreasing, ia q of the practs 
prevailing in several of the trusts of coaverting the unpaid jaterest inte pria - 
cipal, the trustees giving bonds jaterest for the amouat of laterest 
due. By this practice (he bonded debt is annually augmented, while the sum 
of interest doe is also increased,

PThis condition of the turapike trusts is sot likely to be improved by the 
railroads already formed. There is cuneate ballove thad on entextinn 
of railroads will take place ia the course of each succeeding year, which must 
seriously diminish the revenue of the turapike trusts la macy parte of the 
kingdom. The gredual decline in the transit oa turnpike roads ia some parts 
of the country arises not only from the railways formed, but from steam- 
vessels plying in rivers, and as coasting traders. Wherever mechaniosl power 
has been substituted for animal power, the result bas hitherto been that the 
labour is performed at a cheaper rate; it must, therefore, appear very 
doubtful whether any circumstance will ever restore the transit trade to its 
former channel, the course of science and its concomitant ved mecha.

Your committee must observe bere that although the of turepike-road 
ruaning parallel to steam communication are less frequented, it appears that 
nearly all roads or highways icading to stations of termini of steam commu.

of road first meatiooed. 

Another result also is likely to take place prejudicial to those turnpike 
trusts that are unable to liquidate the debts they have incurred. Ia several 
instances the creditors have (it appears) exercised the power given them ua- 
der the general turnpike Act of taking possession of the tolls to secure the 
payment of their mortgage or booded se urities, and the jaterest due on them, 
the result of which must be te throw the bardes of repairs and of the mala- 
tenance of sach roads on the several parishes through which they pase. 
Should such measuces now taken by some creditors become general through - 
out the kingdom, the proprietors acd holders of land will aot only have to 
pay the tolie as usual, bat must also be called on to defray the expense of 
keeping the road ia a proper state for the pablic use by an additional high. 
way-rate, to be levied ow the parishes where the tolls paid by the public are 
seized by the creditor, 

Considerable difficulty arises in engresting a remedy for this state of the 
turapike trusts, aad your committee canact Bat regret that no amendment in 
the existing laws has yet taken place, although a ¢ nesolidation of truste was 
stroogiy ps teens deer in the report of the Lonts’ committee, August 21, 
1834, and io the report of the committee of the House of Commons, A t 
9, 1806, as fikely to effect a preat saving la the yearly expenditure, aad to 
secure an improved system of management. It is impossible for your com. 
mittee to arrive at any other conclusion than this, that mo time ought to be 
lost In framing some legisiative eoactment with a view to remedy the present 
state of the laws regardieg turnpike traste, 

Your committee suggest, that to save the expense and useless machinery 
now arising from the macagement of eal trusts, antons of truste should be 
formed, including all roads within a district, the radius of which it bas been 
suggested shall got exered Alicea miles.
